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The mystery about the 
assassination of J.F.K.

Away At A 

. Monstrous Lie ' .

■ Breathless. Hot off the wires 
from New York on July 18th: "A 
nightclub entertainer, who said he 
once worked in Jack Ruby'* Dallas 
nightclub, eayt Ruby and Lee Harvey 
Oswald were acquainted prior to the 
Assassination of President Kennedy." 

The article goes on to say that Wal- 
ter (Wally) Weston scuffled with Os- 
wald in Ruby's nightclub about three 
weeks before tha assassination, and 
when Ruby arrived on the scene he 
grabbed Oswald and said, "You (de- 
leted), I told you never to come in 
here." Ae 1 recell, that story has been 
told before. Here's another, out of the 
Dellas press, dated November 25, 
1963. It ii datelined out of Evansville 
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on the previous dey: ’'Entertainer Bill 
Demar told the Associated Press he 
was positive Lee Hervey Oswald was a 
patron about nine days ego in the 
Dallas nightclub of Jack Ruby. Da- 
mar, Bill Crowe in private Ufe^. . . * 
said, '1 have a memory act . . • .* " 

Well, so what? Why, nearly thirteen 
years later, does testimony that tha . 
presumed assassin, Lee Harvey Os- 
wald, was no stranger to his own killer. 
Jack Ruby, make the new* eervice 
wires •• it did in mid-July? 

Maybe It.ie just the endless fee- 
cination of a'monstrous crime* and its , 
botchod coverup. It is, in feet, a key 
part of the official tissue of nonsense 

that Oewald, the Lone Aesauln, was 
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— we can look back at the newspaper* 
in the wake of the atsassination iUelf 
and discover how very keen the Com* 
munist* in Moscow and Havana were 
to have Washington pronounce them 
clean. The Dallai Morning Newt for 
November 24, 1963, carried as its ban* 
ner headline, Tan Charges Try to Im» 
plicate Red Party, Says Act Work of 
Radicals . Underneath we read: "Tass, 
the official Soviet news agency, Sat* 
urday night charged Dallas police with 
trying to implicate the Communist 
Party . . . , Tass insisted the crime 
was the work of 'racists, the Ku Klux 
Klan, and Birchists.' Reports also are 
being endlessly repeated that Oswald 
lived in the Soviet Union, that he has a 
Russian wife, and that he was hot only 
a member but chairman of the Fair 
Play for Cuba Committee. But the 
more details that are reported, the 
darker and more suspicious the whole 
case. Serious commentators are not 
putting faith in police stories about 
'leftwing elements' being responsible 
for this monstrous crime. President 
Kennedy was killed in the South, in 
the lair of racists, the Ku Klux Klan, 
and Birchists. All the world knows 
their vile methods ... the broad pub- 
lic quarters of the country assess Pres* 
ident Kennedy's murder as a new link 
in the chain of crimes committed by 
Southern racists and extremists." • 
The song you have just heard is the 
pure Moscow warble on the subject. 
Oddly enough, Tass was late . Long 
before that, in fact within hours of 
the assassination, the Voice of Amer- 
ica was busy informing the world that 
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the Communists had nothing to do 
with the crime, The Voice of America 
is the Voice of the State Department. 
How could they have known, within a 
very few hours, who was guilty and 
who was not? 

Then we also had the intemperate 
denunciations by Earl Warren, then 
Chief Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court. He was the first on 
his block to erupt with his monstrously 
‘ injudicious view that Dallas, "right- 
ists," and an alleged "atmosphere of 
hate" had done in the President. 

So felicitously congruent were the 
views of Earl Warren and the Kremlin 
that the Communist World in New 
York recommended the creation of a 
Warren Commission on Monday, No- 
vember 25th — and President Lyndon 
Johnson pronounced it a dandy idea 
three days later. 

Nothing but garbage could be ex- 
pected out of such a Commission un- 
der the circumstances. And that's 
what we got — about 25 volumes of it. 

Suppose (just suppose) that certain 
top people in the federal government 
knew, from the moment it happened, 
approximately what had happened! 
and suppose that the truth involved a 
turning of CJ.A. agents by Castro, 
and an assassination run jointly by 
Castro and his protector, Nikita 
Khrushchev. Immediately it is appar* 
ant that problems will abound if the 
story breaks. • 

Those who were sentient on the day 
of the assassination can always tell 
you what they were doing at the mo- 
ment they heard the news. It was that 
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shocking. Shock, horror, confusion 
• . . those were the major citizen reac- 
' tions. Along with a burning desire to 
know what happened and who was 
responsible. Suppose that this country 
had, at that time, learned that the 
President had been murdered by a 
conspiracy — a conspiracy quite likely 
including employees of the Central 
Intelligence Agency who had been 
doubled (or whatever), and which also 
involved Fidel Castro snd the Soviets. 

Well, now, wouldn't the problems 
have been intolerable? There would 
have been quite an "image" problem, 
should grubby footprints be back- 
tracked to McLean, Virginia, head- 
quarters of the Agency. 

Does all this tie in with the Mob, 
which was patronized by those shining 
knights of Camelot, and which in turn 
provided a moll for the White House 
bedroom? I think so. I think it is no 
coincidence that Jack Ruby was a sort, 
of Mafia groupie, a hanger-on, a go- 
fer, who came from Chicago, and that 
Chicago was the home of the late Sam 
Ciancana, who was rubbed out when it 
seemed he might be called upon to 
testify before the Church Committee. 
The Mafia, which controlled the 
Cuban rackets in the palmy days, 
knew ways in and around Cuba that 
others did not. Perhaps the tweedy 
"Liberal" intellectuals running the 
C.I.A. thought it would be enormously 
clever to employ these sterling citizens 
who are loyal only to those who pay 
them, or terrify them, the most. 

Yea, there might, well have been 
one heck of a housecleaning in store 
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for the C.I.A., for some such reason. 

And what about Castro? The major- 
ity of Americans had had it up to here 
with Castro long ago, over the missiles 
and the Bay of Pigs and the ransoming 
of prisoners, to note a few things in 
passing. Had the American people, in 
their uncommonly attentive mood of 
the moment, even known about the 
Castro two-can-play-at-assassination 
statement only two months earlier, it 
would have been enough. There would 
have been Irresistible pressure from 
the public upon the U.S. Government 
to get busy and mop up the floor with 
Fidel, hang the cost. 

But that, of courac, runs counter td 
our assurance of security (o Fidel, our 
promises to the Kremlin not to harm a 
hair of his head, or to allow anyone 
else to do so — and let’s never forget 
that it was the "Liberal" Establish- 
ment in the United States, as epito- 
mized by the New York Times , and not 
Khrushchev, which made it possible 
for Castro to grab Cuba in the first 
place. 

So then, if the public had any 
inkling that Castro was involved in 
literally blowing *he brains out of the 
President of the United States, there 
would be no way out of getting rid of 
him forthwith. Since our top officials 
did not wish to do that, it became 
super-urgent to deceive the public. 
Somehow, Oswald's crystal-clear Red 
conhections, not to mention the covert 
ones, had to be deemed irrelevant. So 
the whole media establishment got to- 
gether and deemed them irrelevant. 
Easyl Somehow, the connection be- 
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
